Something About Corporations. 

Editor Bulletin . The law of a corpora- 
tion is its charter. It can do nothing con- 
trary to what that provides. This is fun 
damental. The charter of a corporation 
created by an act of the Legislature it 
the act creating it ; that of a corporation 
organized under the general laws of the 
State is the articles of incorporation 
Hence, a corporation of the latter kiud 
cannot do anything contrary to what i 
articles of incorporation provide. 

Quite recently a corporation of thi 
kind has been organized in this cit 
claiming to have come into out midst— -i 
King George 1st said he came from Ge 
many to England — for our "goods," and 
from which a great deal is expected in 
certain quarters. We refer to the Citi- 
zens' Gaslight Company. 

.N-ctioii 10 of its articles of incorpora- 
tion provides: "The business of said 
company shall be mnn*ged by a board 
of five directors, said directors to b" 
ed bv the stockholders, when an 
of not less than $10,000 shall have been 
subscribed to the capital stock of said 
company, and thereafter said board of 
directors shall be elected annually by the 
stockhold' rson first Mondav in July, and 
shall hold their ollices until their suc- 
cessors shall be duly elected and quali- 
fied. Each board of directors ho elected 
shall 
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stated that the business all'uirs of th 
corporation cannot lie managed or 0OL 
ducted by anybody else than a board of 
five directors,' elected by the stockholders 
after $10, (MX) have been subscribed to the 
capital stock. No one else is, or can be, 
authorized or empowered to represent it 
in anv husiness transaction whatever but 
such a board of directors so chosen, or 
some person duly authorized by the 
board to act for it. The articles of incor- 
poration say so, and they are the consti- 
tution of the corporation. 

Asa matter of fact this company has, 
since the execution of its articles of in- 
corporation, been transacting business, 
and will, perhaps, continue or attempt to 
transact business in the future. It has 
made a contract with the city of Mays- 
ville to furnish it with light for ten years 
to come, has purchased and received a 
deed for a lot of ground on which to con- 
struct its works, has made contracts with 
some individuals to furnish them gas, and 
perhaps made contracts for material and 
labor to be furnished in the construction 
of its works. While this is so, has any- 
body yet heard of a dollar of stock being 
subscribed to the concern, much less 
SI 0,000, the amount required to enable 
board of directors to be chosen ; of

eeting ; of a meeting of such board of 
directors ami its authorizing any business 
whatever to bo done on behalf of tli 
company or any person to represent it 
in any business transaction whatever? 
If such things have transpired they have 
not yet been published to the community 
of whom business favors have been and 
are being asked. The fact that they have 
not been published is strong evidence 
that they nave not as yet taken place. 
The contract with the city, made within 
a few hours after the company came into 
existence, bears evidence of the fact that 
they had not up to its execution hap- 
pened, and no one has heard of their 
transpiring since. That contract is signed 
for the gaslight company as follows, to- 
wit: "Citizens' Gaslight Company, by 
W. B. McDonough, President pro tern/' 
How and when did Mr. McDouough get 
to be "President pro tern?" by the 
choice of himself and strikers, or of a 
board of five directors selected by the 
stockholders after $10,000 had been sub- 
scribed to the capital stock of the con- 
cern? If in this latter wav, why did the 
board of directors elect a ''President pro

Another peculiarity of this piece of 
business is this: The "general laws under 
which this corporation was organized n - 
quire that a notice shall be published, 
specifying, amongst other things, "by 
what officers or persons the atlairs o( the 
corporation are to be conducted, and the 
times at which they are to be elected." 
accordance with this provision 
i has been published in the May 
Republican in its last two issue 
section 5 of which notice is: 

"The affairs of the corporation are t 
be conducted by a board of directors I 
be elected bv the stockholders on tl 
first Monday' 
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number a President, Vies lV»i 
dent, Treasurer, ami Secretary." 

It will be seen that there is not a won 
in this notice as to the election i f a hoanl 
of directors bv the stockholders ..s soon 
as $10,000 stock has been so serii.ed. [l 
matters were as stated in tlie notice, th» 
company would be in a wors- fix than it 
really is. Not only would evwrvtfalnii 
that has thus far been done be irregular 
but it could not turn a wheel until alter 
the first Mondav in July, 1 816 Accord 
ing to the notice, the affairs of the cor- 
poration are to be conducted bv a boa 
of directors elected by the stockhold, 
on the first Monday in July of each ye 
But the corporation wns not organist 
Monday In July 
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of directors iintfl the first Monday 
July. 1886, and could not, therefore, do 
anv business until then. 

But still another curious thing should 
be noted. 

The notice, which the general laws un- 
der which this company was organized, 
requires to be puhlished, shall Specify 

"The amount of capital stock author- 
ed, and the times when and the condi- 



to says: 

" The amount of capital stock author- 
ized is 160,000, to be paid in at such time* 
and in such amounts as the hoard of di- 
rectors of said company shall authorize." 

Sections, of the articles of incorpora- 
tion, provides: "The total amount of 
capital stock of said corporation shall not 
exceed »(>0,000." 

Section 2 of same provides: " The shares 
of the capital stock in said corporation 
shall be of the par value of $10* each ; M 
live per centum of each share shall be 

due and payable on the duy of , ot 

at such other times as the Board of Direc- 
tors may deem proper." 

The notice published, therefore, is not 
a truthful representation of what the 
articles of incorporation provide on the 
subject of the capital stock. The latter 
provide only from the payment of twen- 
ty-five per centum of the capital stock on 
a blank day, or at such times as the Direc- 
tors deem proper, the subscriber thereto 
to receive stock of the par value of $100 
per share therefor, whereas, the notice 
says that it is all to be paid in. Can it be 
possible that this concern intends to start 
out with " watered stock" to give to each 
subscriber to the capital stock $100 in 
stock for every $25 in money? If it is 
not so intended yet that is the way 
the articles, of incorporation read, and 
tersons generally mean what they say. 
[f it is so intended, why Withhold th : 
of information from the public 
it designed thereby to practice 
deception upon it ? 

Surely the people are entitled to receive 
some light on these points which we have 
thus alluded to. If this company has 
nothing more to fear in the future than 
1 1 untington's railroad they certainly have 
reason to feel thankful.
